VENEZUELAN REBELS DEFEATED 


Fifty-seven Killed and Many Wounded 
After Four Hours' Fighting. 
Caracas, Jan. 6.~Fourteen hundred 
revolutionists, under Generals R;imoB 
and Penalosa, attacked 
800 govern- 
ment troops, under the command of 
General Acosta. Sunday morning at a 
point near Guatlre. 
After four hours' 
fighting 
the revolutionists abandoned 
the field and the town of Guatlre. They 
had 57 men killed and many wounded. 
One of their guns was captured. 
A 
prisoner captured by the government 
forces is authority for the statement 
that the revolutionists are still out of 
ammunition. 


About 1500 revolutionists are report- 
ed to be marching on Caracas. 


The activity and energy displayed 
by president Castro continue to sur- 
prise the foreign residents of this city.

OPERATORS PAID HIS PEPUTIE8 


Mint Owners* Attorneys CJalm That 
Under thf 
Law They Wore Com- 
pellad to Pay Surprised Ju^ge Gray. 
Many Tale« of Persecution Told. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 7. — Twenty-twp 
men, all but one -of whom were non- 
union mine worker^, appeared before 
the anthracite coal strike commission 
Jn the United States circuit court room 
In this city yesterday and recited the 
oft-told tales of the persecutions they 
and others underwent during the late 
coal strijte because they chose to work 
rather than join the strikers. The sin- 
gle exception was Charles H. Schadt, 
of Scranion. the sheriff of Lackawanna 
county» and his presence on the stand 
under the cross-examination of Pres- 
ident John 
Mitchell, of 
the 
miners' 
union,, proved to be the principal fea- 
ture of the day'6 proceedings. 


The 
sheriff. In 
direct examination, 
said among other things that he issued 
a proclamation shortly after the striko 
was inaugxirated, calling upon all per- 
sons In the county to keep the peace; 
that it wfis difficult to get men to act 
as deputy slv^riffs; that in most cases 
where there ites trouble it was usually 
over when his men arrived; that he 
attempted 
to keep the peace In all 
iocalltlifts and that thé disturbances be- 
came so QumerouB and serious that he 
had to call on .the governor for troops. 
He had 
^ppeitled 
to Mr. Mitchell, 
whom he ¿new .quite well, to assist In 
keeping the peace and the miners'pres- 
Ideiat promised to, do so and in several 
Instances was of material help to the 
pherifC, 


Sheriff Schadt was then turned over 
to the 
miners 
for cross-^examlnatlon. 
To the surprise of most persons, Mr. 
Mitchell 
took up 
the cross-examina- 
tlon. 
It was the first time that Mr, 
Mitchell had attempted cross-examin- 
ation to any extent. 
In answer to the 
<iueßticns of the mine worlri^vs' deader, 
the Lackawanna county sherllT said he 
had employed about 40 or 50 deputy 
sheriffs and admitted that they were 
paid by the coal companies. 
Lead by 
Mr. Mitchell, he said he could not say 
that a general state of lawlessness ex- 
isted in the county, but in answer to 
another query said there was ft reign 
of terror in existence In some locali- 
ties, 
Among other things he said that 
as a rule crowds dispersed when he or- 
dered them to do so, and that striking 
mine workers whom he knew obeyed 
hiß orders the same as other persons. 
He also admitted that the second con- 
tingent of troops sent Into his county 
was ordered there without his request. 


This appeared to satisfy President 
Mitchell, and General Wilson took the 
witness In hand and asked him why 
the county did 
not 
pay the deputy 
sheriffs. The sheriff replied that tho 
companies had made the request .for 
protection, and counsel for the witness 
explained that it was the law in Penn- 
sylvania that the company asking for 
protection was compelled to pay for 
it. 
This explanation rather surprised 
Chairman Gray, who. as he straight- 
ened himself up in his chair, said: ''I 
am not fomiliarwith such an un-Amer- 
ican law. 
When the county or state 
relinquishes the duty of maintaining 
order and protecting life and property 
and keeping the peace, then they are 
open to criticism." 


Twice during the proceedings Attor- 
ney Darrow tried to get an admission 
from witnesses that they did not em- 
ploy the lawyers representing the non- 
union men 
before 
the 
commission. 
The miners claim that the attorney« 
are employed by the coal companies, 
virtually giving the operators two sub- 
missions before the commission. Conn- 


contract. 
They have had to bo con 
tent with 65 per cent, of $5 on big 
sIjscs and the same per cent, of $3.75

This means that the Independents 
are now all free to sell their coal at 
the breaker at tho best prices they 
can secure, leaving it to the purchaser 
to dicker with the carrier about the 
freight charges. 


There are in all 106 Independent op* 
erators. having a total tonnage of 14.- 
92S,S06 tons, or an average for each 
one of 140.000 tons a year. 


Carnegie's Offer to Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 7—Andrew Carne- 
gie has. offered to give the city of Phil- 
adelphia $1.500.000 towards the exten- 
sion of its free library system. Under 
the conditions of his offer this sum is 
to be applied only to the erection of 30 
buildings, which are to be used as 
branches of the main library. The city 
is required to furnish the sites for the 
bulldinirs and Is to equip the libraries 
and afterwards maintain them at a 
yearly cost of at least $5.000 per build- 
ing. The main library is not included 
In Mr. Carnegie's offer, the city having 
already appropriated $1.000.000 for the 
purpose. It la not known whether the 


It la not known as yet whether the 
city will accept the offer. The subject 
must first be considered by city coun- 
cils.

Sharitf of Lackawanna County. 


OPERATORS PAID HIS PEPUTIES 


Min« Own«rs* Attornjeys CJalm That 
Under th# Law They W9re Com* 
pellod to Pay Surprised Ju^ge Gray. 
Many Tales of Persfcutlon Told. 
Philadelphia, Jan, 7. ~ Twenty«twp 
men, all but one 'Of whom were non­ 
union mine worker^, appeared before 
the anthracite coal strike commission 
in the United Stateç circuit court room 
In this city yesterday and recited the 
oft-told tales of the persecutions they 
and others underwent during the late 
coal stri|te because they cbose to work 
rather than join tUe strikers. The sin­ 
gle exception was Charles H. Schadt, 
of Scranjton, the sheriff of Lackawanna 
county, and his presence on the stand 
under the cross-examination of Pres­ 
ident John Mitchell, of the miners* 
union,^ proved to be the principal fea­ 
ture of the day's proceedings. 
The sheriff, in direct examination, 
said among other things that he issued 
a proclamation shortly after the strike 
was inaugurated, calling upon all per­ 
sons in the county to keep the peace; 
that it Wfis difficult to get men to act 
as deputy sl^eriffs; that in most cases 
where there ^jtes trouble it was usually 
over when his men arrived; that he 
attempted to keep the peace in all 
Jocalititts and that thé disturbances be­ 
came 30 QumerouB and serious that he 
had to caiil on .the governor for troops. 
He had 
^ppeitled 
to Mr. Mitchell, 
whoni he ¿new .quite well, to assist in 
keeping the peace and the miners* pres- 
Ideiat promised to^do so and in several 
Instances was of material help to the 
sheriff. 
Sheriff Schadt was then turned over 
to the miners for cross<^examination. 
To the surprise of most persons, Mr. 
Mitchell took up 
the cross-examina- 
tion. It was the first time that Mr, 
Mitchell had attempted cross-examin­ 
ation to any extent. In answer to the 
<iuesticns of the mine worlr;?V3* ?eader, 
the Lackawanna county sheriff said he 
had employed about 40 or 5ü deputy 
sheriffs and admitted that they were 
paid by the coal companies. Lead by 
Mr. Mitchell, he said he could not say 
that a general state of lawlessness ex­ 
isted in the county, but in answer to 
another query said there was it reign 
of terror in existence in some locali­ 
ties. Among other things he said that 
as a rule crowds dispersed when he or­ 
dered them to do so, and that striking 
mine workers whom he knew obeyed 
his orders the same as other persons. 
He also admitted that the second con­ 
tingent of troops sent into his county 
was ordered there without his request. 
This appeared to satisfy President 
Mitchell, and General Wilson took the 
witness in hand and asked him why 
the county did 
not 
pay the deputy 
sheriffs. The sheriff replied that the 
companies had made the request .for 
protection, and counsel for the witness 
explained that it was the law in Penn­ 
sylvania that the company asking for 
protection was compelled to pay for 
it. This explanation rather surprised 
Chairman Gray, who, as he straight­ 
ened himself up in his chair, said: “I 
am not fomiliarwith such an un-Amer­ 
ican law. When the county or state 
relinquishes the duty of maintaining 
order and protecting life and property 
and keeping the peace, then they are 
open to criticism.*' 
Twice during the proceedings Attor­ 
ney Darrow tried to get an admission 
from witnesses that they did not em­ 
ploy the lawyers representing the non­ 
union men 
before 
the 
commission. 
The miners claim that the attorney« 
are employed by the coal companies, 
virtually giving the operators two sub- 


contract. 
They have had to bo con* 
tent with 65 per cent, of $5 on big 
slics and the same per cent of 13.76 
on small sizes, the arbitrary figure 
fixed by the carriers for coal at tide­ 
water, 
The independents who were 
not under contract terms have sold 
their coal at the breaker for at least 
15 a ton, and the purchaser looked 
after the freight. 
The contract independents argued 
that It was not fair that they should 
be bound 
by an arbitrary 
circular 
price, when they could get fully 50 per 
cent, better prices, and particularly 
when other independents wore getting 
all that the law of supply and demand 
allows. 
This means that the independents 
are now all free to sell their coal at 
the breaker at the best prices they 
can secure, leaving it to the purchaser 
to dicker with the carrier about the 
freight charges. 
There are in all 106 Independent op* 
erators, having a total tonnage of 14,- 
92S.S06 tons, or an average for each 
one of 140.000 tons a year. 


Carnegi«'« Offer to Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 7—Andrew Carne­ 
gie has. offered to give the city of Phil­ 
adelphia 11.500,000 towards the exten­ 
sion of its free library system. Under 
the conditions of his offer this sum is 
io be applied only to the erection of 30 
buildings, which are to be used as 
branches of the main library. The city 
is required to furnish the sites for the 
buildincrs and is to equip the libraries 
and afterwards maintain them at a 
yearly cost of at least $5,000 per build­ 
ing. The main library is not includ«id 
In Mr. Carnegie*s offer, the city having 
already appropriated $1,000,000 for the 
purpose. It is not known whether the 
It la not known as yet whether the 
city will accept the offer. The subject 
must first be considered by city coun­ 
cils.

TRAPPED IN AN ICE JAM.

T 


h e Knik River, as a i^iance 
at the map Avill show, is a 
small, unimportant stream In 
Southwestern Alaska which 
empties into the Knlk Avui, a shallow 
Indentation from the head of Cook's 
Inlet. 
When the ice in this river 
breaks up in the spring It collects in 
the arm, "which Is really a "wide estu- 
ary, whore for daj's, and sometimes a 
week, the iloc formed surcjes back and 
forth with the tide, until finally It all 
works its way out to sea. 


As the tide of the arm comes in with 
a small bore the iloatius ice is swept 
back up stream Avltb great force, and 
the waters of the estuary being thickly 
studded with bars, the tide driven floe 
often jams ou them and piles up to a 
great height. 
It was In one of these 
jams that John Hardman, a young 
naturalist, who had come to Alaska in 
the interests of a zoological society in 
one of our Eastern cities, had an ex- 
tremely perilous experience 
in 
the 
Bpring of 1001, Avhlle voyaging up the 
arm on his way inland. 


Hardman was bound for the head 
waters of the river, for the purpose of 
capturing alive some of the mountain 
Bheep so plentiful there. 
Owing to 
the fact that the lambs must be taken, 
If at all, when very young, he was in a 
hurry to reach the mountains. 


So when the ice broke up he did not 
wait for it to go out to sea. but started 
aboat the first of May from'the head 
of Cook's Inlet with his party of f o u r - 
one white man named Caulkins and 
three Knik Indians—in a large river 
boat or scow. He intended to fight his 
way through the vast fioe that filled 
the arm. 


As at fills "time It was possible to 
travel only when the tide was setting 
In, the method of proceeding was to 
wait until the bore passed and then 
launch the boat among the ice 'fields 
behind, rowing when the water was 
open enough and drifting with the cur- 
rent when the cakes closed in around. 
To prevent the boat from being crushed 
when the Ice jammed on the numerous 
bars required untiring vigilance and 
prompt action, but Caulkins handled 
the scow so skilfully that for four 
hours the first run with the tide had all 
gone well. 


Then suddenly a wide area of the floe 
began to pile up on a bar directly In 
front of the voyagers. Fortunately for 
their lives they were near shore. 
By 
quick work they succeeded in gettting 
the boat to land before the ice could 
close up and catch them. To drag the 
clumsy scow with Its cargo of SOü 
pounds of provisions out on the ice- 
heaped bank was no small feat, yet 
they did it. 


Here in safety they Avatched the floe 
make Itself into miniature mountains 
of blo^^ks on the chain of bars across 
the arm, until at last the tide spent Its 
force and began to recede, carrying 
back all the ice not Jammed fast on 
the shallows. 
Left on the largest bar 
about half a mile out was a huge, ir- 
regular heap of big cakes, most of 
them fully three feet thick, AVhich cov- 
ered about two acres and "was nearly 
forty feet high. 
On the smaller bars 
beyond, with open channels between, 
were several other mounds not so 
large, and in the broad channel be- 
tween the shore and the big mound 
was an uneven field of tightly packed 
Ice. As they could not get any further 
at present camp Avas made to wait for 
the tide of the next morning IN the 
hope that by then the Jam would be 
broken. 


But in the morning It was found 
the tide which had come in during the 
night Instead of breaking the barrier 
had only added more lee to it and 
Bomewhat chnuifed its shape. 
It was 
not eafe to attejnpt to run the narrow 
channels now; the only thing to do Avas 
to wait until the insetting 
current 
shopld clear a passage for them. 
Per- 
haps the next tide would do this. 


At about 0 o'clock Hardman. taking 
his camera, left camp alone to get a 
closer view of the jam and some pic- 
tures of the. mounds. 
Going along the 
ßhore about a mile HE came to the 
portion of the floe stuck in tho wide 
channel. 
It made a jjerfectly safe 
bridge clear across to the main bar, 
and over this he made his way to tho 
base of the sreat white pile of Jagged 
|>lockg. 


After taking two or three photo- 
(rAj>hs at favorable poluts he was 


seized with a desire to get a view from 
the summit. 
Climbing up by way of 
the front slope, which was a long and 
quite easy ascent, he was a third of 
tho distance 
to ihe top when 
he 
reached a giant cake, broken in tAVo In 
the centre. 
The lower half lay at an 
angle of forty-five degrees, the upper 
half at not more than thirty. 
Between 
the two was a crack three feet wide, 
and beneath it an opening several feet 
deep. 


Resting for a moment on the upper 
edge of 
the under 
cake, Hardman 
stepped upon the one above, not notic- 
ing how insecure was its position. 
In- 
stantly his foot slipped and he fell Into 
tho crack between. He clutched at the 
slippery edge as he went down, hung 
suspended by his arms for a sccond, 
then, his hands loosing their hold, ho 
dropped just in time to escape being 
crushed. 
For the lightly poised block 
had been started downward by his 
weight, and crashcd against the lower 
one as he struck in a heap below. 
He 
was caught like a squirrer in a box 
trap in a narroAv, irregular space among 
the blocks, about three feet wide, five 
feet long and six feet high. 


For a moment Hardman did not re- 
alize the gravity of his situation. 
He 
felt sure that he could cut himself out 
with'his jack knife, or at least make a 
hole through which he could signal to 
camp for J^elp by thrusting out his 
coat and waving It. 
The sunlight fil- 
tering in through a chink gave promise 
of this, and helped to relieve tho semi- 
darkness of his prison. 


He inspected his camera in a leis- 
urely fashion, glad to find that it had 
not been in the least injured by the 
fall, took out his knife and then looked 
at his watch. 
It was 10 o'clock; the 
tide was due at three minutes of 12. 
Then all at once the peril of his posi- 
tion flashed upon him; the tide would 
set tho whole jam in motion, perhaps 
demolish it. 
If he did not escape he 
would be ground to powder. 
One 
movement of a cake would annihilate 
him. 


For an awful moment a sickening 
terror clutched him, but shaking it off 
he began to make a calculation. 
He 
had just one hour and fifty-seven min- 
utes in which to cut his way out and 
get ashore. Could he do it? A tunnel 
large enough for the passage of his 
body must be made through more than 
thirty inches of hard, brittle ice bj 
means of a rather slender knife blade. 


Selecting the most vulnerable point 
of attack, the slight crack between the 
cake that formed We cover of the trap 
and the one that formed the lower 
wall, he began chipping aAvay the ice. 
At first he worked v.Mlh feverish anx- 
iety, but gradually his usual coolness 
returned. 


When he had cut steadily upv/ard to 
a depth of ten inches, he noticed that 
he was letting the hole get smaller 
the deeper it Avent into the Ice. If. the 
dimensions Avere alloAved to decrease 
any more he saAV that the hole Avould 
be much too narrow for his exit by 
the time the cake Avas pierced. 
So. 
beginning at the bottom, he enlarged 
the tunnel until It seemed to him that 
Its necessary convergence would still 
leave a Avlde enough opening when the 
surface was reached. 


Soon operations were again delayed. 
He Avas obliged to stop and cut foot- 
holds in the almost perpendicular side 
of the loAver Avail that he might raise 
himself enough to work Avith advan- 
tage. 


At last, judging that he had cut 
half Avay,. Hardman looked at 
his 
Avatch again. 
It Wiis seven minutes 
past eleven. He had been sixty-seven 
minutes In cutting the easier half. 
Only fifty minutes remained; it seemed 
useless to go on. 


"Time and tide wait for no man;" 
the trite old adage struck Jiim with a 
ncAv and appalling force. But he must 
and would get out In time. 
His de- 
spair gave Avay to resolution, and he 
set to Avork Avith reneAvcd vigor, strik- 
ing 60 fordbly that the blade threat- 
ened to break at every Jab. 


Althougli surrounded with walls of 
ice, Ilardman's whole body dripped 
Avitli ijensplration. 
Every muscle in 
his arms anti shoulders ^cUed intolr 
i'rably Avilh'the strain of clinging to 
the vertical AA-all and picking aAvay 
the relentless ice overliead. 
Showers 
of chips poured doAVii upon his face, 
half bllndiiic him, aoil he worked IN a 


gresii measure by guess. 
Yet BIOWIJ 
the tunnel was cut upward inch b j 
Inch until he estimated there could be 
no more than throe inches loft. 


At this point he was seized with c 
lurking fear that another block from 
above would slip doAvn and double 
the thickness of the cover. In a frenzj 
of haste he struck rocklessly. 
The 
blade snai)pcd short off at tho handle 
Not daring to look at his watch 
Hardman opened the small blade, and 
«toadying his nerves, began 
again, 
very carefully now, 
A dozen stroke? 
and the knife piorccd clear through 
the cake. 
There was nothing on top 
Ho listened for tho roar of the ex- 
pected tide, but the only sounds he 
hoard were the soft lapping of the 
w^aA'os at the foot of tho jam and thi 
hoarse scream of a -raven wheeling 
in the still air high oA'erhead, 


Cutting out tho opening to a size 
sufficient, he thought, to permit the 
egress of his body, Hardman grasped 
the upper edge and raised himself until 
the top of his head Avas above the 
level of the ice. Then the breadth of 
his shoulders refused to let him go 
farther. 


As he struggled vainly, a sullen roar 
far down the arm heralded the coming 
of the tide. 
It Avas noAv or never! 
With a sudden inspiration Hardman 
dropped 
back, pulled off his thick 
outer coat, and then, Avith almost su- 
perhuman 
strength 
forced 
himself 
sloAviy upward out of the vise-like 
grip of the narroAV opening. 


He rose to his feet, free of an icy 
tomb at last; but he found there was 
no time to cross to the shore before 
the ice-laden \YA\C of the bore Avould 
strike. 
It was already Avithin five 
hundred yards of him, 


KnoAVing that it Avould take many 
times more force to move the jam 
resting on the bar than it A v o u l d to 
move the field in the channel. Hard- 
man quickly realized that tho best 
thing to do AA'as to stay on the mound. 
The safest place 
AAMS at the summit; 
so to the one big cake forming the 
pinnacle he made his Avay, and crouch- 
ing on its slanting surface, vrait-ed. 


Over to the southwest was the camp 
in thQ shadow of the foot-hills. 
No 
one AA-as in sight. 
There AA^as no use 
In shooting to let his men know of his 
danger, for above the roar of 
the 
Avater his A'oice A\'ould not carry half 
tho distance. 
Nor could the men aid 
him if they should hear. 
So in silence 
he turned his glance to the foaming 
crest of the advancmg Avave, noting 
the endless stretch of dull white ice 
follOAving it. 


The mound, extending down farther 
than tho shoreward ice, was the first 
to receive the shock. 
Although the 
Avhole mass shuddered, It held firm as 
the first of the monster cakes carried 
by the bore struck, reared up, and 
began to accumulate at the beginning 
of the slope. 
The packed field near 
shore gaA^e Avay a little, became con- 
vulsed throughout its entire length, 
yet still hung in the passage. 
Out on 
the other side the open channels be 
came obstructed, so that the progress 
of the floe w^as now checked clear 
across the arm. 
This made the pres- 
sure on the mound terrific. 


Driven 
on 
by 
the 
immeasurable 
force behind, cakes weighing a hun- 
dred tons were heaved and pushed up 
the incline toward Hardman, as if 
they AA'^ere nothing but chips. 
With 
fascinated gaze he watched the huge 
blocks climb higher and higher, and 
saAV them pile up with a grinding, 
crunching sound three deep OA^er the 
trap out of which he had just escaped. 
The sight made beads of cold perspira- 
tion stand out on his forehead. 


As the floe droA'e In harder, the 
tumbling, heaving cakes crept upward; 
the mound trembled and Avas shoved 
backAvard, The block on which Hard- 
man stood rocked Avith the pressure; 
it seemed about to topple over and 
pitch doAA'n the steep declivity at the 
back. 


Then there came a mighty roar, a 
crash and a chaos of grating, crack- 
ling noises—the Jammed floe In tho 
Inward channel had broken loose at

HE "spellbinder' made his appearance coincidently with the-

first spellbinder persuaded his brother troglodytes to form the 
first tribal government and the first dude distinguished himself 
from his follows by scraping the sea-mud from his hairy limbs 
before gulping doAvn the mollusks Avhuse high-heaped shells 
Avere to be the kitchen middens of the archaeologist. 


The young Republicans Avho Avent forth converted to- 
Democracy in the Blaino campaign, and Avith the zeal of new converts held 
their audiences "spellbound'' as they Avove chaplets of rhetorical fiowers about 
the head of the Democratic candidate, Avere the first spellbinders, I think, to 
wear the title. 
It Avas SAviftly adopted, hoAvevcr, indiscriminately for all 
political speakers.

Kven to-day a majority 
of political sneakers are absolutely impaid. 
Of course, one hears stories of 
fees of ?10.000 paid to a noted Democrat for campaign services against Mr. 
Bryan in 1800, and of fees of 
a night paid to a noted Independent Avho op- 
posed ^Ir. Harrison. 
In addition, hOAvever, to Congressmen and Senators, and 
State and local ofiice-holders Avho give their services, there are hundreds of 
sijeakers of various political faiths, Avho neither hold nor expect to hold public 
office, who would regard the offer of payment for a political speech as an in- 
suit. 
Nevertheless, the spellbinder must get A v h a t comfort he can from the 
triumph of his cause, for the ^YOVLD 
Avill not credit him Avith disinterestedness, 
and his best friends (out of politics) think him hired. 


The orator of an earlier generation has had his Hay, 
Tiie modern spell- 
binder, like the man of business, the soldier, the Salvation Army evangelist, 
concerns himself more Avith results than conventional methods, AVith matter 
rather tiian form.—Scribner's.

On the other hand, let a mother try to remember the good things he ha« 
done or said during the day, even though it may be only one, and when he 
comes to her at night for a little talk or his prayers, tell him how pleased you 
Avere to notice them, how happy they hate made you. and you can feel sure that 
he will always remember to go on doing Avhat is right, first because it is right 
and then because it pleases you and makes you very proud of him. 


Watch his face glow with pleasure at your praise and his eyes reflect the 
determination to try harder than ever to Avin your approbation. 


I have seen a child's Avhole nature change and develop for the better under 
this treatment. 


It stands to reason that If you dwell upon the faults of children you will 
only Impress them all the deeper upon their consciousness, making It harder for 
them to conquer them. 


A fault can be put out of the mind easier and more successfully not by 
dwelling upon it, but by attempting to put it out indirectly by filling the mind 
Avith encouraging thought. 


Children need encouragement as far as reforming goes* Look only for the 
good, and Avhen you find it emphaslrie it so that they may have an incentive 
for trying all the harder. 
A child is easily Avounded with a sense of its fail- 
ures, and mothers should make the effort to inspire and cheer them. 


Always send your children to bed In a happy frame of mind. Even'in their 
sleep that Impression is retained, and they awake in the morning ready and 
eager to do their best. 


Not long ago I read of a beautiful idea. 
Parents would do well to put It 
Into practice. 


The thought a\^is this: 
Singing, Avhich is one of tho most beneficial and 
exhilarating pastimes for children, is not sufiiciently Indulged in. 


It is singularly dlfiicult to Induce children In Sunday-school to sing out 
freely, and Avhen there are strangers present the little ones are almost sure to 
be selKed Avith a shyness that makes them dumb. 


Much of this shyness would be overcome if in the family there was a prac^ 
tice of singing together Jn the evening. 


Pianos arc everywhere, and almost all mothers can play enough to manage 
a fcAV simple melodies. A "good-night song" before separating Avould be found 
to sootiie away some of the cares and vexations of the day, and the children 
would be more ready to go peacefully to bed, their minds having been calmed

A Dainty Wwy of Cooking Kt^RS. 


I was out at lunch the other day, 
and though food aud its preparation 
are not my province, I nevertheless 
venture to toll of a dish Avhich was 
delicious in the extreme, and has the 
great merit of being so simple that 
any one may prepare it with little or 
no trouble and in a very short time. It 
consists of an egg cooked in a tomato. 
A firm, fresh tomato of sufficient size 
Is selected, the top is cut oif, and the 
inside is scooped out just enough to 
contain a whole egg. 
The egg is 
cracked into a cup without the yolk 
being broken, and then poured into 
the tomato. 
Salt and pepper are add- 
ed, aud the tomato is put into the 
oven.

My hostess, who lived for many years 
in Portugal, told me this Avas a Portu- 
guese method, and I strongly commend 
it to people who like eggs and toma- 
toes, and who are tired of ordinary 
tomato omelette—New York Herald.

paint with turpentine to the consist- 
ency of cream, and apply in broad, flat 
washes. 
Experirnent on a little piece 
before beginning, as some skins absorb 
more than others. A rose design, with 
blossoms in soft pink and leaves and 
stems in pale green, is effective on rf 
gray skin. 
Chrysanthemums in dull 
pinks or reds are good on a red skin, 
and nasturtiums go well on a terra- 
cotta background.—New York Journal.

To make a thoroughly good mayon 
nalse dressing allow one egg to half 
a pint of oil, half a teaspoonful of salt, 
a dash of caj^enoe pepper and lemon 
juice as required. Stand the oil and 
the 
egg 'in 
the 
refrigerator 
until 
thoroughly chilled, and when about to 
mix the dressing place a bowl in a 
pan of Ice water. Drop the yolk of the 
egg carefully into the bowl and set the 
white Cfllde. Dip the oil onto the yolk 
drop by drop, stirring with a silver 
or wooden fork until a smooth paste 
Is formed. Then continue pouring th-e 
oil, but slightly faster and alternating 
with a drop or two of lemon juice. 
When the entire quantity of oil Is 
exhausted add the salt and the pepper 
and lemon juice to suit the taste. 
The 
dressing should be rich, smooth and of 
about the consistency of thick cream. 
If, as sometimes happens, It shows a 
tendency to curdle In the pi'ogress of 
making or becomes too thick so it will 
not pour from the spoon, add a little 
of the white of the egg beaten stiff. 
If in spite of all these precautions the 
dressing should curdle, take another 
egg and begin again dropping 
the 
curdled mayonnaise slowly into It aud 
stirring vigorously all the •while.—

AN HISTORIC WATCH. 


Timo Piece Mndo F or Kin;;; Charles Jnl 
Sini Ilunnlnp, 
There is in tbe possession of Wilfred 
Powell, who represents the Britlch em­ 
pire at tills port, a timepiece that told 
off the hours for England's royal mar­ 
tyr. 
After his victory over Charles II. 
Oliver Cromwell w’rote exultantly to 
England’s Parliament, telling how the 
enemy 
was beaten from hedge to 
hedge till ho was finally driven into 
Worcester. 
There were 700Ü prison­ 
ers among the spoils of that fight. The 
royal carriage in wiiich the king had 
been carried was there, too, and in 
that handsome carriage was the royal 
carriage watch, wiiich ‘also fell into 
the hands of tho victorious Cromwell. 
This timepiece of royalty, w’hich 
still ticks after a career of 202 years, 
was made in IGIO for King Charles I. 
by the royal watchmaker of that time. 
King Charles I. was beheaded two 
years before his sou Charles II. was 
defeated on and escaped from the field 
of Worcester. 
It is of the oldest watchmaking pat­ 
tern, being made entirely by hand, 
and costing in its day a good round 
sum of money. The case is of solid sil­ 
ver, ornamented in beautiful pierced 
filigree v/ork, and there is an outer 
case of copper with a handsome leath­ 
er cover, silver studded. 
Tiie royal 
watch runs thirty-six hours with one ^ burg, tried to draw the Japanese into a 
wielding. 
Only one hand is used in battle on the Uun River.

This is w hat I have 
been doing: 
When I plant cucumbers» 
which are planted in hills five or s:x 
seeds to the hill, I stick into each hill 
two or three small onions. The beetles 
always give my cucumber or minion 
.patch a wide berth. There is no loss; 
the cucumbers grow just as Avell as 
if the onions were not there and when 
the cucumbers are done bearing I get 
several messes of good onions.—J. W. 
F.'Copenheaver, in The Epitomist. 


To 15\iil(l Up P onltry. 
A correspondent writes that he has 
enough feed to carry 200 or more 
hens through the Avinter, some good 
liolises to care for them in. and wants 
to go into the poultry business. Natur­ 
ally he does not wish to buy high in 
price thoro\ighbreds nor to wait sev­ 
eral months to raise chickens from 
eggs. Under the conditions named the 
best thing Avould be to go into the 
open poul.try market and buy heiis that 
4ire offered for sale alive; if one is a 
fair judge of poultry and will look 
around carefully he will be able to 
pick up a number of year-old hens, 
mainly of the heavier breeds, that are 
•of pretty good stock and he can buy 
them at a price .which will be made 
good in the eggs they will lay under 
proper care and rations. 
In the spring quite a number of those 
hens will w’ant to sit, and then eggs of 
thoroughbreds may be bought or an 
incubator used and a fine flock of 
high-grade birds obtained for th'e sec­ 
ond winter, the old hens furnishing 
the egg supply for the summer and 
many of them will lay into the winter. 
When they stop they can be fattened 
4ind prepared for the holiday market. 
We do not know 
o,f 
any better or 
quicker way to get a start In the poul­ 
.try business than this, provided always 
th at one has some experience in the 
W'ork.—Indianapolis News. 


B lv ld in s » Stall* 
In some barns the stalls are sufli- 
-ciently wide so that they may be di­ 
vided when occasion requires if some 
temporary division can be easily made, 
put in place and removed when desired. 
A plan for doing this is shown in the 
Illustration.^, A gate is made of proper 
material reaching from, the manger to 
the end of stall. The post of this gate 
as the end is made about a foot longer 
than the lower rail ^nd a hole Is made 
la the floor through which this post is 
«¿ipped wiieii put in position and thus 


makes the gate or fence iirm. 
At the 
inanger end the gate is ^fastened by 
u pair of gate hinges. 
Two stilT sticks are fastened to the 
Joist above with a bolt, one over the 
inauger end and one over the other 
ond. In the low'er end of each of these 
sticks a notch is cut w^hich comes over 
staple Aiid holds it, the fence, firm. 
When the fence is nut in use it may 
<)e lifted from the hinges and put away 
and the slicks folded up against the 
joists. 
The 
illustration 
shows the 
points mentioned clearly. 
The cost 
of such a coaitrivance will be small and 
It will be found exceedingly useful. 


no excuse for a horse being in poor 
condition. 
The first cause is always neglect or 
abuse. 
It is money out of pocket to 
let a iiorse run dow^n. 
A little coddling over small details 
will make all the difference between 
a heartbroken nag and one that you 
will be proud to show in any company. 
The other day I was in the stable 
of a man who evidently w^orks on the 
plan that once a week is often enough 
to clean out the horse stable. 
The horses themselves looked as if 
they felt abused in the worst way. 
I 
believe it does take the pride out of 
a horse to be neglected that w’ay. 
Do 
not do itl Clean the horses and their 
stables every day, if you have to sit up 
at nights to do it. 
The surest w\ay to raise colts that 
will match, is to breed to the same 
thoroughbred sire year after year. 
I heard a man get a good scolding 
from 
his blacksmith the other day, 
because he did not soak a horse's feet 
that w^ere tender. 
The blacksmith de­ 
clared that the horse’s feet w'ould pain 
him far less if he W'ere permitted to 
stand iu a tub of water every day for 
a while. Something in that, too. 
Drive a nail in each side of the stall, 
high enough up to be out of the horse’s 
reach, and hang the lantern on this 
when cleaning him off in the morning 
before daylight. Always hang the lan­ 
tern up; never set it down on the 
floor. 
Have a mane comb on your curry­ 
comb, and use i t —Tim, in the Farm 
Journal.

Sour Cream Drop Cakos. 
One cup sugar, one-half cup butter, 
one egg, one-half cup sour cream, one 
teaspoon of soda dissolved in a very 
little hot water, flour to mix soft 
Drop from a spoon on greased tins. 


Poti«to Souffle, 
To two cupfuls of smooth, well sea­ 
soned and quite moist mashed potatoes 
add the yolks of two eggs. 
When a 
little cold stir in lisrhtly the whites of 
two eggs beaten very stiff. 
Put the 
whole Into a pudding dish and brown 
it in a quick oven. 


Spinach Salatl. 
Boil and chop fine half a peck of 
spinach, mold it in six glasses and 
stand away until cold. 
Prepare six 
leaves of lettuce, put on each a square 
of cold boiled ham or tonsrue, turn out 
the mold of spinach on this and put on 
each a tablespoonful of French dress­ 
ing. 


Fried Cucum bers. 
Pare and cut lengthwise throe large 
cucumbers in slices about half an incli 
thick, soak them in ice water one hour, 
then wipe each piece 
sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, dredge with 
flour or cornmeal and fry in one table­ 
spoonful of butter on both sides until 
brown. 


Tomiitoe;« Hrollecl. 
Slice six tomatoes half an inch thick, 
but do not peel them. Dip them in one 
tablespoonful of oil or melted butter, 
sprinkle with pepper and salt and broil 
them eight minutes on each side. Serve 
them with bits of butter sprinkled 
over them. 
Add one teiispoonl'ul of 
chopped parsley. 


Curiimol Ice-Cream. 
One-third rupful of thin cream or 
one-sixth cupful of each 
of 
heavy 
cream and milk, one and a half table­ 
spoonfuls 
of 
granulated sugar, one 
tablespoonful of boiling water, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of vanilla, a grain 
of salt. 
Put sugar in a small sauce­ 
pan: place on range and stir constantly 
until melted. Add water and boil until 
mixture is reduced to one tablespoon­ 
ful. 
Add cream ver3’^ slowly, vanilla, 
salt, then freeze. 


CliecFe Cuntard. 
Butter a baking dish, put in a layer 
of broad cut in pieces one inch square 
with 
crust 
removed, sprinkle thln- 
sliced cheese over the bread, dust with 
salt and paprika, or a few grains of 
cayenne. 
Add other layers of bread 
and cheese, seasoning as before, using 
in all half a small loaf of bread, one 
cup of cheese and half a teaspoonful of 
s a lt 
Beat tw^o eggs slightly, add one 
pint of milk, and pour the mixture 
over the bread and cheese. Bake about 
half an hour in a moderate oven. 


Cucnm bor Sweet Pickle* 
Slice the cucumbers about one inch 
thick, and boil for one hour in weak 
alum water; take out and lay In cold 
water; let remain till perfectly cold; 
then boil again iu fresh alum water 
half an hour; drain the fruit well; 
make a syrup of one pound of sugar to 
each pound of cider vinegar; boil the 
syrup; then put in the fruit and boil it 
till transparent. Add mace, and if tiie 
syrup is not thick enough continue to 
boil after the fruit is removed. 
When 
cold, sprinkle in some Avhite mustard 
seed. 


O ranges Filled W ith Je lly . 
Take half a dozen oranges th at are 
perfect; make a hole at the stem end 
about half an inch in diameter; take a 
teaspoon and remove the pulp, and then 
soak the oranges In cold w’ater for an 
hoin*; then scrape with the spoon until 
they are smooth Inside; rinse w’lth cold 
water and drain on a cloth and put 
them in ice box. 
Prepare pink and 
clear oi’ange Jelly, with the juice of 
two lemons added. 
Fill half of them 
with the pink, the other half with clear 
jelly, and when they are set wipe clean 
and cut each orange iu four quarters.

the nation holds with greater tenacity 
for reasous both of sentiment and of 
matirial interest and none that it 
would lose with more poignant shame 
and sorrow^ that tho redoubtable strong­ 
hold \ve took from Spain at the begin­ 
ning of the reign of Queen Anne. 
Tlie fact that throughout tho eight­ 
eenth century, 
when so many 
con­ 
quests in both hemispheres changed 
liands backward and forward in suc­ 
cessive Avars and 
under 
successive 
treaties, Gibraltar 
remained 
perma­ 
nently in the keeping 
of 
England, 
might seem to prove that British senti­ 
ment with regard to it was fron) the 
first the same as it is to-day. But this 
is far from having been the case. For, 
although at the end of 200 years of 
our possession of tlie fortress, at a 
time when the imperial instinct of 
Englishmen has become 
more 
con­ 
sciously deveIoi)ed and more deeply in­ 
grained than ever before, and at the 
same time more intelligently’ apprecia­ 
tive of tho true meaning of sea power 
and alive to tho strategical require­ 
ments of its maintenance, the retention 
of the key of the Mediterranean has 
become an essential article of our po­ 
litical creed, it was a considerable 
time before the immense value of the 
acquisition was fully railized by Brit­ 
ish statesmen. 
I t seems strange enough to us to re­ 
member that King George I. and his 
Ministers \vere ready to give up Gi­ 
braltar n\erely to secure Spain’s ac­ 
quiescence in the 
arrangement 
by 
which tho Quadruple 
Alliance 
anxious to make some pettifogging 
modifications in tbe shuflie of terri­ 
tories etrected by the treaty of Utrecht, 
but it is still more extraordinary that 
so clear-sighted, patriotic and high- 
spirited an empire builder as Lord 
Chatham liimself should have made a 
similar oiTer 
a.s an 
inducement 
to 
»^paln to help us to recovor Minorca— 
and this, moreover, at a time when the 
fortress has been in our hands for 
more than half a century and its vital 
Importance to our growing maritime 
supremacy had already 
been 
abun­ 
dantly proved in the naval wars of the 
period. 
Happily tho Spaniards were 
as blind as ourselves to the supreme 
importance of the position command­ 
ing the road from the Atlantic to the 
Mediterranean. 
The truth is, as readers of Mahan 
do not need to be reminded, that the 
importance of sea power and the na­ 
ture of the foujidations on which it is 
based were very imperfectly grasped 
even by England in the seventeenth 
and the first half of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury and scarcely at all by any other 
European power. 
Occasionally at in­ 
tervals some statesmen like Colbert 
in France, or Alberoni in Spain, had 
more than an inkling of the truth, 
but no nation except England made 
deliberate and sustained efforts wltli a 
view to maritime development. 
Even 
En.i^’Iand did so rather by instinct than 
by insight. 
Of this blindness to the true prin­ 
ciples of maritime policy the taking of 
Gibraltar and its history during the 
following three-quarters of a century 
afford a striking illustration. 
Just as 
the vast importance of its acquisition 
was at the time underi’ated both by 
England and Spain, so its actual cap­ 
ture by the former was an afterthought 
and (it may almost bo said) an acci­ 
dent It bet-anie a British possession in 
the first instance because at a time 
when we happened to be at war with 
one of the rival claimants to the Simn- 
ish throne our admiral in tho Medit- 
teranean hai)pened to have no i:)arti- 
cular objective in view% and, having 
failed in his only enterprise of tliat 
year, was unwilling to return home 
with a fine lieet that had done not'hing 
for the honor of the iiag. So he thought 
he might as w d i make* an attack on 
Gibraltar as do anything else. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, his action has to be reclv- 
oned among the notable “deeds that 
won the empire.” and one that on its^ 
bi-centennary deserves to be held in 
remembrance.

writhe in agony. 
Yet the feline didn’t 
writhe. 
No. 4. 
^irs, Egan and the pretty 
girl prepared a double dose of poison, 
trying two kinds and serving rough 
on rats and arsenic with the m eat The 
cat seemed to think that the best meal 
yet handed out, and after it had fin­ 
ished the meat and the two kinds of 
poison it calmly washed its face and 
looked up thankfully at the lady and 
the pretty girl, who w^ere watching 
from a window.

Davenport maintained that a first rate 
intaglio on hard stone was the finest 
work of a rt which could be wrought by 
the hand of man. 
Intaglios, however, 
he explained, were normally intended 
for tlie purpose of making impressions 
being therefore, only a means to an 
end, whereas a cameo was complete in 
itself. 
He described the process nec­ 
essary to the production of a cameo, 
including the mysteries 
of the bow 
drill, cutting diamond point, and mod­ 
ern gem cutter’s lathe. 
A 
short ac­ 
count was also given of the early his­ 
tory of cameos on shells, eggs 
and 
soft stones before the discovery 
of 
onyx as the material specially adapt­ 
ed for cameo 
cutting. 
The 
Graeco- 
Roman, and especially the Augustan, 
period was rich in cameos, and almost 
every great Roman v/ished 
to have 
his portrait cut in onyx. 
One of these 
an exquisite portrait of the emperor 
himself, which formerly belonged to 
the Strozzi collection, is perhaps the 
finest existing cameo. 
Such portrait 
cameos were practicaily indestructible 
except by accident. 
The large came­ 
os—the “Triumph of Bacchus/' at the 
Vatican; the “Agate 
de 
Tibre,” at 
Paris, and the “Gemma A ugesten/’ at 
Vienna—were described in detail, and 
much curious information was given 
about the signatures on cameos. When 
these signatures^ were in relief they 
were undoubtedly genuine, but when 
in intaglio they might 
be 
forgeries, 
and many such signatures were known 
to have been forged during the Ren­ 
aissance. 
Regarding the glass plates the fin­ 
est instances of glass cameos are to 
be found upon the Poftland vase and 
the Auldjo vases, both in London, and 
on the Vase des Vendanges, at Naples. 
The remarkable change from 
the 
classical and mythological designs of 
the Graeco-Roman times to the Chris­ 
tian themes of the 
fourth 
century, 
when Constantine the Great became 
Christian, is curiously illustrated in 
cameos. 
Hercules 
was 
christened 
“David,” Perseus and the Gorgon be­ 
came “David and Goliath,” and Ven- 
uses and Ledas were turned into “Vir­ 
gin Mary.s;’* and the great “Agate de 
Tibre” at Paris was only saved from 
destruction by being called the “Tri­ 
umph of Joseph in Egypt." 
Then at 
the Renaissance they all went 
back 
again, and classical art recovered its 
lost position. 
The Renaissance cam­ 
eo cutters were very skilled 
work­ 
men, but in 
spite 
of their 
general 
high level they had not succeeded in 
making any very important cameo, al­ 
though the “Hymeneal Procession of 
Eros and Pschye'* realized a high price. 
They were, however, eminently suc­ 
cessful in the setting of gems. Pope 
Pius II. and Lorenzo 
de 
Medici be­ 
stowed high and learned patronage in 
the m atter of engraved gems. 
Two 
very charming pendants with cameo 
portraits of Queen 
Elizabeth 
repre­ 
sented English work, and fine recent 
work has also been executed by Ed- 
v/ard Burch. 
Merchant, 
Wray 
and 
B rett 
In Great Britain, however, the 
art was virtually lost and Bernardo 
Pistrucci, chief engraver to the mint, 
who designed the beautiful group of 
St. George and the Dragon on the Eng­ 
lish sovereign coin was really the last 
great cameo designed. 
In France fine 
work has been done in late years 
by 
Adolph Davids Henri 
Francois, Geor­ 
ges Lemaire 
and 
others.—Scientific 
American.
